Provincial 
funding cuts to 
blame for 
scale-back

Town council will be trimming back public services this 
month as it prepares for massive cutbacks in provincial 
funding. 

Civic leaders across Alberta were warned this year that 
the provincial budget - which was to include the first full 
installment of a $1.4 billion Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative - will only include 2009’s offerings. 

The budget comes out Feb. 9 and while some municipal¬ 
ities are waiting to take their cue from the final figures, 
Didsbury is acting now. 

“We know we are going to lose a lot of money as far as 
funding and thought we’d better look to make that up 
somewhere instead of waiting to go hat in hand to resi¬ 
dents with higher taxes," said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“Did we jump the gun? It was talked about ... and I hope- 
four de-eisiem) wasn’t premature." 

The town - which expects to lose over a million in MSI 
funeling this year - fire-el five te>wn employees anel is 
preparing te) cut back services. 

Last week, the municipality saiel the re-asem feir the 
scale-back was a $2 million shortfall for a storm water 
management project - eithe-r they raise-el taxe-s by 10 te> 12 
per cent or cut bae-k staff and public services. 

But it isn’t that simple, said James Reichenbacher, chief 
financial officer. 

The town already paid a third or its $2 million portion of 
the $6 milliem storm water management project with an 
Alberta Municipal Infrastructure Program grant - money 
that usually funds roads, sewers and other infrastructure 
builds. 

Tin- decision was made last January and now the town 
has to find the dollars to fix and maintain its infrastruc¬ 
ture and contribute its promised portions to large builds, 
such as the heating and ventilation system at the Didsbury 
pe>ol anel sewer lage>e>n expansion. 

“We are- facing challenges because of capital project 
decisions we have made and have to live with ... the funds 
still have to come from somewhere," Reichenbacher said. 

That the town is no longer getting promised MSI fund-

ing has also forced leaders to make hard decisions, he 
said. 

Based on a letter from Ray Danyluk, then municipal 
affairs minister, Didsbury predicts it will get $331,000 
instead of the 1.325 million it had banked on. 

“Government funding has a big part in all of this. They 
promised us MSI grants would be more significant this 
year ... then the economy goes and the rug is pulled from 
under us," said Roy Brown, chief administrative officer. 

Alberta Association of Urban Municipalities president, 
Darren Aldous, said civic leaders are anxious to hear the 
exact numbers MSI funding will offer this year and 
expects some infrastructure projects could be postponed. 

News reports say Red Deer’s council voted last month 
not to build a civic centre until at least 2020, while Olds 
has worked to prioritize its builds for 2010. 

“It’s pretty obv ious that after hearing the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has to find two billion in this year’s budget, 
everyone is nervous," Aldous said.

Dogs win patients' hearts

An eight-year-old volunteer has pawed her way into the 
hearts of local hospital patients and elderly. 

Her mere presence is enough to cast smiles and cheer. 

“When 1 bring in Molly, people just come alive ... they 
take comfort from her," said Ruth Johnston. 

For the last five years, Johnston has been bringing her 
German schnauzer into the hospital to bring optimism 
and joy to patients in the long-term care facility. 

Molly makes her rounds two or three times a month, 
cuddling up to patients who coo over her stolen kisses 
and soulful eyes and feed her table scraps. 

“When 1 bring her to the hospital she gets really excited, 
almost as if she knows she is doing something important,” 
Johnston said. 

“And I believe that keeping people company - especial 
ly if they don’t usually get visits - is an important job.” 

Johnston, who used to work at the hospital, saw many 
of the residents go without visits. They spent their whole 
life working or entertaining and then suddenly they were 
alone, she said. 

“It really got to me and 1 wondered if Molly, w ho really 
loves people, could help brighten up their day with a little 
company." 

She and her dog began to make rounds under the hospi¬ 
tal’s pet therapy program - an initiative that brings in dogs, 
cats, horses and rabbits for residents to take comfort 
from. 

Molly was a big hit, especially later when Johnston’s 
husband was admitted to long-term care. 

“When I went down to see him, Molly would come. 
She’d be by his chair when he ate meals or on his lap 
when I took him for a ride around the hospital,” she said. 

“He looked forward to those visits with his dog so much 
... and when other residents saw Molly was there, they’d 
want to spend time with her too.” 

The schnauzer is one of five canines that visit residents 
three times a month in long-term care. Another 13 
pooches were approved as volunteers last week. 

“I was blown away by the response. These are people

who are willing to share their pet’s unconditional love 
with hospital patients,” said Patty Heath, recreation ther¬ 
apist for the Didsbury hospital. 

The program, which has been running for over 20 years, 
sparks conversation among patients and helps to bring a 
sense of normalcy and pleasure, Heath said. 

“I don’t really know how to put the bond animals have 
with people into words. They just provide a level of com¬ 
fort, residents can’t get from other people.” 

Genevieve Andrews chuckles when she recalls a few of 
tier visits to the long-term eare ward with her three-year- 
old bichon cross. 

“I went up to this one lady, who was looking a little 
down and asked how she was doing. She said she was OK, 
hut didn’t really want to talk,” Andrews said. 

“Then I told her Cooper was here and her whole face lit 
up. She didn’t care for conversation with me but Cooper 
was a whole different story." 

Andrews has been bringing her charismatic dog to the 
hospital for the last two years, a few times a month. 

When nurses see her scruffy pooch, they pop out of 
their offices to give him a pet and help her open the door 
to the long-term care ward. Patients’ faces glow at the 
first glimpse of Cooper. 

“Hello Cooper. Come here Cooper," calls Eddie 
LaRocke, as he leans down to scratch the dog’s ears. 

He can’t get enough of the little dog, feeding him treats 
from a hag Andrews provides and holding him on his lap. 
The little pooch, wriggling on his knee, reminds him of the 
chihuahua he left at home, he says. 

“A lot of people used to have dogs hut had to give them 
away, perhaps to come here. So having a visitor like this 
reminds them of what it’s like to have a pet,” Heath said.

A new federal law targeting 
<•' offenders who steal other peo- 

/vwdk. * pie’s identity in order to commit 
criminal activities is a good step 
in protecting the personal securi- 
ly of law-abiding Canadians. 

And while Bill S-4 certainly 
won’t end the scourge of identity theft, it is a good 
indication of just how serious the federal govern¬ 
ment and the police are taking this growing criminal 
enterprise. 

Bill S-4 will give police and justice officials impor¬ 
tant new tools in the fight against identity theft, one 
of the fastest-growing crimes throughout North 
America, said Justice Minister Rob Nicholson. 

"Our government believes Canadians are entitled 
to have their identities and other valuable informa¬ 
tion protected to the highest degree possible," said 
Justice Minister Nicholson. 

"They will have greater protection against identity 
theft and police will be better equipped to stop these 
crimes before they are committed." 

Under the legislation, which comes into effect this 
month, three new Criminal Code offences targeting 
the early stages of identity-related crime are creat¬ 
ed, each subject to five-year maximum prison sen¬ 
tences: 

• Obtaining and possessing identity information 
with the intent to use the information deceptively, 
dishonestly, or fraudulently in the commission of a 
crime; 

• Trafficking in identity information, an offence 
that targets those who transfer or sell information to 
another person with knowledge of, or recklessness 
as to, the possible criminal use of the information; 

• Unlawfully possessing or trafficking in govern¬ 
ment-issued identity documents that contain infor¬ 
mation of another person. 

The new law also permits the courts to order, as 
part of a sentence, that an offender be required to 
pay restitution to a victim of identity theft or identi¬ 
ty fraud for costs associated with their efforts to 
rehabilitate their identity, including the cost of 
replacement cards, documents and correcting their 
credit history. 

Armed with this new legislation, police will hope¬ 
fully be able to put more identify theft criminals 
where they belong, behind bars. 

Yet individuals must also continue to be vigilant 
when it comes to making sure they are not victim¬ 
ized in the first place. 

Time and time again police and others have given 
people the very good advice to make the protection 
of their personal papers, documents, credit cards, 
computer passwords and other personal informa¬ 
tion a day-to-day priority. It’s good advice that 
should be followed. 

Like other types of crimes, identity theft isn’t just 
a big-city crime anymore; it has already found its 
way into the homes of West Central Albertans, vic¬ 
timizing families and taking up valuable police and 
court resources. 

Hopefully this new law will help protect every¬ 
one’s personal security. And it probably will too - as 
long as residents continue to do their part.

Oil sector needs democratic controls 


The Tories and Liberals are busy 
placating the big oil companies; the 
Tories because they are in a panic 
over t he fall of investment in oil, the 
Liberals to demonstrate their sub¬ 
servience to big business. 

On the surface it appears that 
Alberta would be in dire straights 
without the private oil companies to 
extract wealth from the ground but 
this is a purely empirical view; many 
other countries in the world get the 
oil from beneath their feet without 
relying on the private sector. Ix*t us 
take Norway, for example, where the 
democratically elected government 
takes the risks and the people benefit 
from wealth that would otherwise go 
to private profit, or Venezuela, which 
has a state oil company and has 
taken controlling shares in private 


companies to ensure that a good 
measure of the wealth from oil is 
used to improve living standards. 

The Alberta Tories are compelled 
to back down on their modest 
changes to oil revenues, to our cost, 
because of the frill of investment in 
the oil industry, which is really a 
strike by capital and in effect black- 
mail. The Tories will now remove any 
threat of real regulation while claim¬ 
ing otherwise, just like their claims 
that they are not intent on privatizing 
the health service. 

The oil sector, like the rest of the 
economy, requires democratic con¬ 
trol and planning. One needs only to 
regard the danger of the tarsands and 
the paucity of regulation that is 
destroying the health of people to see 
that this is urgent. 


It is not possible to plan something 
that you do not control and you can¬ 
not control something that you do 
not own. 

Instead of privatizing we should be 
nationalizing. Our health service is 
immensely superior to the private 
system in the United States where 
millions have little or no access to 
treatment, so why not control the oil 
sector? 

An NI)P plan is required for the 
nationalization mid democratic con¬ 
trol of the commanding heights of 
the economy, including the large oil 
companies, in order to guarantee 
investment, a vibrant economy, 
secure jobs, good wages and working 
conditions.

“But I haven’t heard too 
much about members 
doing massive scalebacks 
yet ...they are waiting to 
see the budget first.” 

Didsbury will be making 
its decision about which 
services to cut on Feb. 22, 
two weeks after the 
provincial government 
reveals its budget. 

Groups who have 
requested funding are con¬ 
cerned their services will 
be on the chopping block. 


“I ani wondering if 
(Youth 360) will be one of 
those things cut ... it 
seems to be one of the 
first (services) brought up 
when there’s talk about 
lean budgets,” said Sharon 
Wagner, whose son 
attends the Youth 360 pro¬ 
gram. 

“I don’t know where the 
money should come from 
but it shouldn’t be from 
this. The town needs more 
for young people, not 
less.” 

Inez Kosinski, library 
manager, is also feeling 
nervous. 

The library board has 


asked council for 
$140,000 - a $25,000 

increase from last year - to 
make wage parity and 
maintain services growing 
in popularity. 

“If they are thinking 
about cutting services 
because of the budget 
then I wonder how they 
will see our request for 
more dollars,” she said. 

Kosinksi hasn’t seen 
scalebacks like this since 
1993 when town depart¬ 
ments were required to 
cut 20 per cent from their 
budgets. It meant the 
library had trimmed back 
$20,000, which included 


doing without a program 
coordinator and imple¬ 
menting library fees for 
the first time. 

“We managed, though 
things were hard for 
awhile. I don’t know how 
we’d do the same thing 
today,” she said. 

Library use has gone up 
since 1993 and operations 
are so tight, there is little 
room to cut back service.

It was a high moment for 8-year-old 
Brett Hopfe when he learned lie was 
about to have a baby brother - finally, he 
had someone to put in net. 

“I can remember being pretty excited 
about that ... when he turned two I start¬ 
ed taking him out to the backyard to play 
hockey," said Brett, now 27 years old. 

“He was always the goalie and I was 
always shooting at him.” 

Recently, Brett - an assistant coach for 
the Alberta Junior Hockey League’s Olds 
Grizzlys - was all grins as he watched 
that same brother, Brayden, post his first 
career shutout against the Bonnyville 
Pontiacs. 

“1 guess all those welts paid off,” he 
said. 

On January 16 the Olds Grizzlys’ back¬ 
up goalie kicked out 30 shots to secure a 
4-0 win over the Pontiacs. It was a big 
milestone for Brayden, who has his eyes 
firmly set on landing an NCAA scholar¬ 
ship, and it meant a lot to have his big 
brother there to witness it. 

“I just looked over and he had this big 
smile on his face. It was cool to have him 
there on the benc h," Brayden said. 

“We always talked about playing 
together. Him coaching me is the closest 
we’ve gotten to it.” 

The elder Hopfe brother was one of the 
Grizzlys' star players between 2002 and 
2004. In the two years he played a total 
of 108 games compiling totals of 
64-57-131, but also supplied a physical 
presence and an well-rounded game. 
His proficiency at the Junior A level 
led to a scholarship at Robert Morris 
University. 


During his four seasons with the 
Colonials, he played 127 games and 
scored 27 goals, added 31 assists for 58 
points. Once done his college career, he 
signed with the Laredo Bucks of the 
Central Hockey League but his pro aspi¬ 
rations ended in 2008 when he blocked a 
slapshot with his hand - shattering the 
bone. 

“It was the recovery time that did it. I 
was on a farm team, where guys are 
always coming in and out ... and 1 got 
bumped,” he said. 

He gave up the minors to come back to 
Didsbury, where he was offered a posi¬ 
tion by head coach Kevin Hasselberg as 
assistant coach with the Grizzlys. He 
grabbed at the chance. 

It’s not only an opportunity to give 
back to the team that helped him to the 
NCAA - but to be involved in hockey 
with his brother. 

“I was pretty excited when he told me 
that he was thinking about taking the 
position,” Brayden said. 

As for the pressure of having not only 
his brother on the bench but also one of 
the team’s all-time best players back in 
the fold? 

“Nah. He was one of the best players 
when he was here but I don’t focus on 
that. I just try to do the best that I can." 

Part of that will be getting the start 
tonight in Okotoks against the Oilers 
while regular starter Marc Boulanger sits 
out the final game of a three-game sus¬ 
pension. Heading into this week (includ¬ 
ing a game after the Review’s press dead¬ 
line on Monday) the 6-foot-1, 200 lb. 
puck-stopper was sitting with a record of 
6-11-1, with a goals against average of 
3.44 and a save percentage of 89. He’s 
also chipped in with a pair of assists.
